How long must we wait to see something done about the dangerous 
highway between the cemeteries and Colma? Every day and every hour 
while this wet weather lasts deaths are likely to occur on this graveyart 
stretch of the only great thoroughfare leading out of San Francisco. Is the 
Highway Commission waiting for another death or two before it stirs to 
action? The Enterprise is of the opinion that if a member of the family of 
some person connected with that commission were killed here the necessary 
safeguard would be erected very quickly. 

As this newspaper has pointed out time and again, it needs only a curb 
or a fence erected between the highway and the right of way of the street 
car company for a mile or so to protect those driving along this road from 
the always-present possibility of death or injury. At places along tills sec¬ 
tion of highway car track and highway are not more than twelve inches 
apart and exactly on a level. There are several curves in road and track 
and any person driving toward San Francisco on a foggy or rainy night is 
very likely to drive directly on the track. If that person is a stranger to the 
road there is the gravest danger that he or she may do that very tiling. 
During rainy weather such as we have been having for several weeks any 
automobile is likely to skid off file road and on the tracks. Within the last 
few yearn twenty-seven persons have been killed and maimed along this 
part of the highway In collisions between street cars and automobiles, ac¬ 
cording to California Auto Club figures. And still nothing is done. The 
expenditure of a few dollars in a fence or curb would relieve the danger, 
but although this newspaper has been told that highway engineers have 
recommended such safeguard, nothing toward putting one or the other in 

has been done. ..... , ,

DEEDS FOR SAN BRUNO 

WATER SYSTEM RECORDED 

Deeds from the Huntington Park 
Realty Company and Robert Hays 
Smith, Hillsborough capitalist, con¬ 
veying to the city of San Bruno the 
complete properties and system of 
the San Bruno Water Company, were 
filed Tuesday in the office of County 
Recorder T. C. Rice. 

Stamps attached to the deed 
amounted to $37.50, indicating the 
purchase price to be $37,500. 

The long contest waged in the city 
of San Bruno over the purchase of 
the system by the city was thus 
brought to a close. 

The fight was taken to the superior 
court, it being alleged that the board 
had no authority to purchase the 
system without first submitting the 
matter to a vote of the people. Judge 
George H. Buck, before whom the 
case was tried, rendered a decision 
upholding the right of the board to 
make the purchase. The matter was 
carried to the district court of ap¬ 
peals, where Judge Buck’s decision 
was upheld.
